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WILCOJTS EXPLANATIONS. 


Mr. Wilcox Is not fortunate in his ex- 


planations of why he got no money for 
Hawaii out of the billion dollars appro- 
priated by the last Congress. At first 
be said It was because he was "Inter- 
fered with by unofficial delegates," but 
aid is not interference and the only 
work done by an outsider for Hawaii 
last winter, as respects a bill carrying 
money, was that of Mr. J. G. Pratt for 
the flre claims. Far from that being 
an "Interference," it is conceded at 
Washington that, but for Mr. Pratt's 
intelligent work, the bill would never 
hare got beyond the pigeon-hole into 
which the House committee had thrust 
ft.Finding his first explanation untena- 


' We, Mr. Wilcox tried another In his Fa- 


lama speech. He said that he, did not 
care to get money for the missionaries? 
But how for the missionaries? If he 
bad secured funds to build the Hilo 
breakwater, not a dollar of them would 
have gone into the hands of the Terri- 
torial government They would have 
been expended by United States author- 
ities through contractors and no small 
•part of the wage expenditure 
would 


have gone to Hawalians for labor. The 
same would have been true of money 
to Improve Honolulu harbor 
and to 


build postoffices, lighthouses and other 
federal public works. 
Even the fire 


claims money, as Wilcox has said him- 
self, would have repaired the losses of 
poor Hawaiians. "It is a steal," said 
Wilcor awhile ago in one of his tursts 
of ignorant spleen, "but I was willing 
to help it along so as to benefit my 
people." What remains, therefore, to 
justify his tirade against 
the "mis- 


sionaries'" Certainly there is nothing 
in the bill—which failed of passage—to 
grant the Queen the sum of $250,000 


Tfte truth is that Wilcox, having no 


party with him at Washington, and 
having incurred the serious suspicion 
of the leaders in Congress, was unable 
to get money for anybody 
That he 


tried to do so, that he did Ins best in 
certain directions, is a fact that rests 
on his own testimony. He did his fee- 
ble utmost to pass sundry private bills 
whirh no prudent delegate would have 
fathered. There was the Kohala bill, 
for instance, intended to enrich a pri- 
vate corporation at the expense of the 
Territory. Then there was the Tram- 
ways bill, which Wilcox got his accom- 
modating friend Burton to introduce in 
the Senate. There was no. money in 
these measures for missionaries, though 
a, great deal of it was provided for oth- 
er people 
And what ot the bill, with 


millions in it, to give a blanket rail- 
road franchise in Hawaii to a specula- 
tor from Oklahoma' That was not a 
missionary measure, but it failed to 
pass, as everything else did which Wil- 
cox attempted 


Who can doubt that the re-election of |

The 
Bureau 
of Statistics 
of 
the 


Treosuty Department specifies in detail 
every month the figures on amounts of 
exports with eighty-four different coun- 
tries. 
Only eleven of these countries 


transact more trade with the United 
States than does Hawaii. Weosubmit 
a list of eighteen of the larger coun- 
tries, such as Russia, Spain, Denmark, 
Austria-Hungary, Argentina, Australia,

The mainland 
does more 
business 


with the United Kingdom than with 
any other country In the world—a busi- 
ness equal to $18 per capita of the Brit- 
ish population. Yet, the 
amount of 


trade transacted between the United 
States and Hawaii amounts to $292 per 
capita for the population of this terri- 
tory. With China and its four hundred 
millions of people the trade with the 
United States averages only 11% cents 
per capita of the Oriental Empire. 


According to the report of the Bureau 


of Statistics for the year ending June 
30, 1902, the total trade of Hawaii with 
the United States amounted to almost 
$45,000,000. This trade has practically 
doubled since annexation and the value 
of the exports from the United States 
has, since 1898, increased by over 250 
per rent, while the value of exports 
from Hawaii to the mainland curing 
the same period has been less than 25 
per cent as follows:

Twenty-Two Tons of 


Machinery Are 


Twenty tons of machinery for the 


sisal plantation at Sisal, Oahu, started 
down the railroad yesterday and with- 
in thirty days the first crop of sisal 
will be taken off the company's BOO-acre 
plantation. The machinery arrived this 
week from the coast and only yesterday 
waa loaded into cars of the Oahu Rail- 
way for shipment. The machinery con- 
sists of a -decorticator and baling press 
and the same will be set up at once in 
buildings already erected. The mill haa 
been up for sometime. 


Manager Turner of the plantation 


was in town yesterday and states that 
the plant has a capacity of one ton 
per day and the probabilities are that 
the company will run it for at least six 
continuous months, working six days 
a weefc 
In., thte time *bout 124 tons 


would be prepared for market, or about 
288,000 pounds. The present price for 
sisal, f. o. b.'Saa Francisco wharves, ifl 
'10% cents per pound. No effort will be 
made to work overtime, but a steady 
output will be maintained. The cutting 
of the sisal plants does not touch the 
roots and the centers are unfolding 
steadily after each cutting. 


Manager. Turner states that there is 


a good demand for sisal and even over- 
tures have been received from as dis- 
tant a point as London for advices con- 
cerning the, Hawaiian output. 


The process if shredding the sisal 


plants is simple. They are put into 
the decorticator which shreds them. 
After drying the product Is put into the 
press and baled, all ta&lng place the 
same day. 


HAY APPEALS 


TO THE POWERS 


WASHINGTON. Seot 17.—w'ith the 


double purpose of protecting the long- 
euffering Jews of the Balkan States and 
of averting the ever-present peril of 
the immigration into the United States 
of a horde of paupers, Secretary Hay 
has adopted the unusual course of ap- 
pealing to the powers of Europe to 
force, one of tneir children to observe 
th*e obligations of humanity in case of 
the Jews. The appeal takes the form 
of a state'paper, remarkable In several 
respects, which has been dispatched In 
identical 
form to every 
Embassador 


and Minister of the United States resid- 
ing In one of the countries which were 
parties to the famous treaty, at Berlin, 
of 1878, namely, Great Britain, France, 
Germany, Russia, Italy. Austria and 
Turkey, marking the termination of the 
Turko-Russian war and the creation by 
the direct act of the powers of the in- 
dependent Balkan States. 


LONDON, Sept. 19.—Secretary Hay's 


note to the powers which were signato- 
ries of the Berlin treaty of 1878 on the 
subject of the treatment of the Jews In 
Roumania, which was received In Lon- 
don about a fortnight ago, was wel- 
comed In British official circles. The 
tone of the formal acknowledgment of 
the receipt of the note here Indicates 
British approval of American initiative 
in this matter and confirms the idea 
that Great Britain welcomes the con- 
tinued intervention of the 
affairs in 


which Europe Is more directly concern- 
ed, in the belief that such intervention 
tends to indirectly strengthen 
the 


hands of the British government. Apart 
from this the question of exclusion of 
pauper aliens from Great Britain is 
growing more acute and anti-immigra- 
tion laws are demanded In many Influ- 
ential quarters. So the government Is 
in sympathy with Mr. Hay's protest in 
the hope that the wholesale export of 
undesirable immigrants from Eastern 
Europe may be checked. 


The newspapers here continue to 


comment on the United States' note. 
The St. James Gazette, in a semi-hu- 
morous reference to it, says: 


"The European governments to whom 


it was addressed must have been dis- 
agreeably surprised, for the note fur- 
nished fresh evidence of the growing 
disposition of the United States to take 
a seat In the orchestra of the European 
concert, which seme other performers 
view with uneasiness." 


After declaring that It is difficult to 


understand what President Roosevelt 
hopes to gain by the appeal to the sig- 
natories of the Berlin treaty, the St 
James Gazette concludes that the chief 
American motive

says: 
"This Indicates a spirit of knight-er- 


rantry which; however creditable to a 
great civilized power, is likely to give 
the Americans plenty of occupation 
without increasing

system of America and the intolerant 
tyranny of th Burvelvlng principalities 
of Europe is referred to by the St. 
James Gazette an "not devoid of self- 
complacency," and a* intended for the 
edification of mankind. The paper re- 
fers to Mr. Hay as an "American Ham- 
let" who Bays.

on her all night taking 500 tons of coal 
into her bunkers and as this went in 
the police kept a look out for any per- 
son who might try to smuggle himself 
aboard during the confusion occasioned 
by the work. It would have been a 
very hard matter for anyone to get on 
the vessel surreptlously. At the en- 
trance to the wharf a Customs' Inspec- 
tor was stationed. There was another 
at the foot of tne gang plank, and 
still another at the top of the gang 
plank. In addition to this the watch- 
man of the steamer and a quartermas- 
ter were oa deck. With the represen- 
tatives of the police force there also 
there was but a very small chance for 
anyone to gain the deck without be- 
ing seen and thoroughly inspected. 


The China sails at noon today for the 


Orient. Taking in five hundred tons 
ot coal here was an unusual proceed- 
ing but it was made necessary through 
a. part of her bunkers being filled with 
cargo In San Francisco. There is also 
another reason and that Is that coal 
can be obtained cheaper here under 
present conditions in the market than 
it can be secured on the Coast.

EXPLORER PEARY 


MISSED THE POLE 


SYDNEY (Cape Breton), September 


18.—Robert E. Peary, the Arctic explor- 
er, is home from the north after an ab- 
sence of four years, his ship, the Wind- 
ward, arriving here this morning from 
Cape Sablne, v\ith all well on board. 
Peary did not succeed In reaching the 
North Pole, which has been for years 
the goal of his amibtiorv, but he did 
make the farthest north that has been 
reached through the Greenland route, 
hi? feat only being surpassed by Dr. 
Nansen and the Italian Duke of Abruz- 
zi. The latter still holds the record. 


Peary's most northerly point was 84 


deg. 17 min. of latitude, which is in the 
Polar sea, northwest of Cape Hecla, a 
point on Grlnnell Land. Peary reached 
this latitude after an arduous and peri- 
lous sledge Journey, during the latter 
portion of which he was accompanied 
only by Matt Hensen, a negro com- 
panion, and two Esquimaux.

THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL'S STATE-

"Some days ago Governor Dole re- 


quested Auditor Austin's resignation to 
which the auditor sent a reply asking 
for charges and specifications, and the 
reason for the request. At the request 
of Governor Dole I drew the charges 
In the form of the letter which you 
have. Yesterday Governor Dole again 
requested Mr. Austin's resignation and 
gave him until two o'clock this after- 
noon to consider it. About twenty min- 
utes after two this afternoon Mr. Aus- 
tin gave a letter to Governor Dole in 
which among other things he refused 
to resign and he denied the Governor's 
power to remove him under section 
of the Audit Act, or to suspend him 
pending a hearing, and said that he 
could not be removed without resort to 
violence.

Counterfeiting 


Cash. 


From the discoveries made yesterday 


It Bt-ems very probable that the coun- 
terfeit coin unearthed on Wednesday 
was manufactured at a very extensive 
plant. 
Only American coins were so 


made, but a large number of dies were 
evidently required, because of the 
\arlety of coins, as many as forty dif- 
ferent kinds having been found, each 
bearing a different date. 


The half dollars were of the following:

185S, 1870. 1862, 1867. 1868, 1865. 


1861, 1860, 1856, 1863, 1871, 1864. 1875. 1855,

The counterfeit coins now in clrculat 


tion can easily be detected by the most 
inexperienced eye. The milling is poor, 
the impression Is bad, and the stiver 
compound from which the money was 
manufactured has the appearance of 
tin, though the coin seems to have the 
proper ring. The lettering Is blurred 
somewhat, and the figures are imper- 
fect. The mint stamp Is "San Fran- 
cisco" and "New Orleans." 


Evidences of the general circulation 


of the spurious coin came thick and 
fast yesterday. Bogus half dollars and 
quarters were offered In a number of 
places, and In numerous instances by 
Chinese. A Rapid Transit street car 
conductor refused a half dollar which 
he believed was counterfeit, and the 
man has been called to Identify the 
passengers who tendered 
the 
bogus 


coin.

at 


Hackensack, N. J., for the murder of 
Barley Kanter, a butcher.

Herlia put up 
his hands to ward off the water from 
striking him In the face a deputy sheriff 
leaped over and grabbed the hand of 
the murderer in which was the leadf 
pipe. Other deputies quickly rushed 
in. Herlla was finally overpowered and 
securely strapped. He was then placed 
In a chair and carried to the gallows. 
His clothing was dripping wet. He 
was lifted from the chair and the noose 
quickly adjusted about' his neck. Tha 
sheriff asked him if he had anything 
to say and he replied In a weak voice: 
"Good bye, all. Excuse me."

lla died of strangulation.

As diseases, when epidemic, gradually

He showed ex- 
penditures of $15,970.70 out of $38,710 ex- 
penditures and receipts of $116,923.18.

$1500 for the four months he was ab- 
sent. Bojd said that he had kept the 
vouchers so that if the Legislature did 
not appro\e he would not collect them.
